Torp, but its nature was carefully 
guarded -from others than members of 
Iheconsfstory. The latter are pledged to 
secrecy. 
It was admitted, however, 


that the work-thus far accomplished, 
provoked an animated debate among 
the university officials. '

continue, but I hope that -the result 
can1 be made public before new years.

major leagues. .Hia selection was brought 
about''by John T. Brush, owner o£ the 
Now York National league club who was 
wall acquainted with Mr. Lynch when 
the new president of the league made 
bis headquarters in 'Cincinnati. 


Bush Showed the Way, 


When the magnates gathered for the

In the light of the supreme court 


decision 
fixing 
tho constitutional 


status of the county option law. tho 
haste to launch a state-wide prohibi- 
tion, campaign is premature, according 
to conservative opinion. Among news- 
papers that have discussed this phase 
of. the matter is tho Indianapolis Star, 
which newspaper calls attention to 
the fact that the opinion just handed 
down declares prohibition to be un- 
constitutional. 
Should such a law be 


procured of the next legislature the 
supreme court would doubtless over- 
throw ft 
The Star directs attention 


to President Taft's attitude on the in- 
come tax question, the president hav- 
ing said that .inasmuch as the supremo 
Jcourt has declared such a law uncon- 
/atitutional. the safer and better way 
to go about securing such a measure 
is to put provision for it in the con- 
stitution by means of an amendment 
and thus sweep away all doubt ot the 
validity of that kind of a revenue 
measure. This the Star points out as 
the more prudent course for securing 
state-wide 
prohibition 
in 
Indiana. 


This and the further fact that a meas- 
ure so radical might at this time be 
lost in the test has divided the opin- 
ion of the Anti-Saloon league. 
The 


probability is that the league will 
busy itself with carrying remaining 
counties for prohibition by the option 
method and taking measures to make 
local prohibition effective.

viously. one way of helping to1 prevent 
the discomfiture Is to keep the feet dry. 
for chilblains are a surface, or local 
condition, nnd in my opinion one way 
to avoid chilblains is to wear cashmere 
stockings. 


Uncomfortable 
though these hose 


may he at times, it is as nothing to 
the discomfort of the eruption, nnd 
the 'protection of woolen may keep 
away many a twinge. It is not neces- 
sary to wear thick cnahmcre In the 
house, but they must he put on before 
going out of doors. I have 
several 


times spoken of drawing on a pair of 
men's socks when going out of doors 
for they are inconspicuous, and

easily taken off when one comes In 
doors.

Of course the boar and brood' sows 


muni be wintered, and according to my 
experience it pays t<j winter sliotes and 
fall pigs. If provided with warm, com- 
fortable winter quarters they will grow 
as fast In the winter as in the summer, 
and with as little expensive feed. 


instead of Brass, which tUey cannot 


have, they will eat i-onslderabli- clover 
or tlfalfu hay, pumpkin?, boiled pota- 
toes, turnips and rutabagas.

feeds can b« provided and hogs kept 
.is cheaply In tlm winter as in the 
summer, but they must not suffer from 
the cold. 


Hogs need comfortable quarters In 


rold weather more than do horses and 
cattle, because their hair is coarser 
anil thinner. 


Our *>»st breeds of hogs have but 


little hair. 
Animals that were de- 


signed to endure the rigors of winter 
without protection are covered with :i 
:oat of warm, thick wool or fur. 


The wild hog has long, thick hair, 


with 
;L liner furry covering under it 


next the akin. 


The man who has his horse clipped 


must keep him well blanketed in cold 
iveather. So the men who have hreil 
off the hair from their hogs should 
IIHVC warm pens for keeping them com- 
fortable in frigid weather. 


In "Chamber's Information for the 


People" it Is said: 
"Swine in a do- 


mesticated state require to be kept 


very dry and warm, otherwise they 
will not thrive." 


Formerly our pens had two apart- 


ments— tli« one open and uncovered, 
where the feeding was dune; the other 
inclosed (exi-ep} the Uoor). having a 
tight roof and a floor raised higher 
than the floor of the feeding apact- 
nieut to prevent tho water from run- 
ning In from thence and wetting the 
bedding. 


A piece of old carpet was tacked up 


«v»r tho doorway, and hung down. The 
hogs could push this aside when going 
in nnd out. 1 usually kept the door 
of th<- feeding apartment open so that 
tho hogs could have fre« range of an 
orchard for excrcis.- in mild weather, 
but found that when there was snow 
on the ground, especially when it was 
thawing, the hops would wade nround 
in the snow until their legs were wet 
and cold. Then they would go in at 
night and lie down until their legs 
were nearly frozen and bring on the 
rheumatism, sometimes so budly tl.'at 
they could hardly walk. 


The methods 1 have described us my 


former practice arc about the methods 
of swine keeping still practiced in this 
locality and in other pluces I have vls- 
itctf. 


In 1SS4. after our now basement barn 


was built, I bought four pigs of the 
same litter, sex and size, and as my 
pens were full of fattening hogs I made 
a t'-mporary pen in the basement of 
tho burn. 


When 
the hogs in one pen were 


killed I took two of the pigs from th'e 


burn and put them in the empty pen, 
leaving th*.1 other two in the barn. 


They were all fed ami cured for by 


myself and fe.d and cared for exactly 
alike. 
When killed In the spring no 


person would have believed they were 
of tho same litter. 


Those kept In the b»ni were a third 


heavier than those ki-pl In the p-n, and 
had imt devoured as much feed.

Having accidentally learned a valu- 


able f:ict, for twenty yours after that 
1 kept our hogs, whether young or old, 
li< the basement of the barn during 
the inclement season, mid know of a 
certainty that it pays to winter swine 
when they arc kept in a warm place. 


Koui'1 people may object to having a 


hogpen In the barn on the supposition 
that the foul smell would nauseate the 
horses, sicken the cows or contaminate 
th<- milk. 
Thi! answer is that If hogs 


arc .encouraged, there are no cleaner 
animals in the world. 


There were no morn foul *>dors In 


our barn than if no hogs had been kepi 
there, and no stranger coming In woulc 
know there was a hog in it Unless h 
happened to see them.

SUGAR BEETS AND BEET SUGAR 


Though f-ugar can be extracted from | 


nany plants, the world's supply of J 
usar comes at present from only two 
•lant spevic*. sugar cane and sugar 
>eets, and it comes about equally from 
each. 
The former Is grown only in 


tropical or subtropical climates, thi 
latu-r only in temperate climate*. 


Thu treat bulk of the ln-ct sugar 


•onsumfd is mad'' in Kuropmn coun- 
tries. Ojeniiany. Ktipsia, Austria-Hun- 
gary and Frunc" bolus tin- leading pro- 
ducers. But in wont years the young 
<ind rapidly growing beet-sugar indus- 
try of the United Stntes has conic, into 
prominence. There art- now sixty-four 
dCtvc beet-sugar factories in this coun- 
try located in sixteen different states. 
Last year the farmers of these states 
harvested iibout :;So,000 acres of beets 
and delivered to the factories 3.415,000 
tons of beets. From these, nearly 426.- 
000 tons of refined sugar Was made. 
Tho yield of beets per acre was 'J 1-3 
tons and the yield of sugar per acre of 
beets was 2,331 pounds. 


One marked feature of the progress 


of the beet sugar industry is seen In 
the improved quality of tlfa beets 
Brown. The factory processes have also 
been improved until the refined sugar 
produced is shout four-fifths of that 
contained in the ueelB. 


One of the instructive features of 


this report is an account of the use of 
by-products. The beet pulp from which 
the sugar has, been extracted Is a val- 
uable stock food, and vast quantities of 
it are fed in the fresh state to cattle 
and sheep. It finds especial favor with 
dairymen. 
A dozen or more factories 


have installed plants for drying pulp. 
With this is mixed molasses, the prod- 
uct being put on the market as "dried 
molasses beet pulp." The molasses Is 
also extensively used in the manufac- 
ture of alcohol.

writer 
knows, from 
practical expe- 


rience. 


'I'll-- following directions, carefully 


carried out. will enable even tho most 
inexperienced to clean and paint a 
vehicle In a creditable manner. 


First, remove the cushion, foot car- 


pet and side curtains. Then wash th« 
vehicle, both body and running gear, 
thoroughly, first softening all hard, 
dried mud by pouring on u liberal sup- 
ply of water, never using either sponge 
or rag until the mud Is thoroughly 
softened. 


After you are certain that no par- 


ticles of hard, dried juud stick to the 
vehicle, wanh carefully until perfectly 
clean. 


Don't be In too big a hurry, but see 


that you make a thorough job. 


Let the/ vehicle dry, then go all over 


it with u dry rag, removing every 
particle of sand and dirt, being cspe 
dally careful around the base oC the 
spokes where they are inverted in the 
hub or fellows. 


Use a coarse brush to clean the seat 


and corners of the body on the inside. 


Now pXit your vehicle in the carriage 


liouse.or shed. Get two old boxes. Just 
high enough to raise the wheels above 
the floor of the building. Place these 
under the bed of the front and back 
axles and take the shafts off. 


Trim one end of a short piece of 


wood no that you can run a wheel on, 
it. trimming so as to admit turning 
the wheel while you p«lnt. 


Nail the broad end of the board to 


an upright or scantling of the building 
about four feet from lliu floor. 


<jo over your whole vehicle once 


more to 'remove the last particles of 
grit. 
Now you aro ready to bcgiu 


painting. 


The writer takes it for granted that 


you will use different colors for the 
body and running gear—cay black for 
the former and Brcwster green, ma- 
roon or dark red for the latter, in- 
cluding shafts. 


Open your can of paint, stir gently

Thomas Penn had -secretly sent cut' a;' preliminary, 


party to blaze the trees along the line of the walk 
for as great a distance as it was' thought possible for 
a man to walk in eighteen hours. So, -when the wil- 
derness was .reached, the walkers still had the best 
arid most direct course'dearly marked out for them. 
The'Indians-soon protested against the speed, saying 
over and over: "That's not fair. You run. You were 
to walk." But the treaty said, "As far as-a man can' 
go" and.the walkers were following.it in letter, if not' 
in spirit, as they hurried along. -Their protests being 
.disregarded, the .Indians endeavored to delay the 
progress by stopping to rest; but the white men-dis- 


. mounted, and' "allowed" the Indians to ride, and thus 


pushed on as rapidly as ever. At last'-tb.e Indians re- 


- fused to go any farther, and left the party. 


Before Lehigh River-was reached, Jennings was ex- 


hausted, gave up the race, and -lagged behind in the 


company of followers. His health wai shattered, «nd 
he lived o:ily a few years. 


That night the party slept on the north side of tho 


Lehigh Mountains, half a mile from the Indian vil- 
lage of Hokendaqua. Next morning, while some of 
the party searched for the horses, which had strayed 
away during the night, others went to the village to 
request Lappawinzoe. the c'nicf, to send other Indian* 
to accompany the walkers. lie angrily replied: "You 
have all the good land now, and you may as well 
take the bad, too." One old Indian, indignant at the 
stories of how the white men rushed along ia theb 
greed to get as much land as possible, remarked in a 
tone of deep disgust: "No sit down to smoke; no *hoot 
squirrel; but lun, lun, Inn, all day. long." 


Scarcely had the last half-day's walk begun before 


Yeates, who was a drinking man, was overcome by 
the tremendous exertions and intemperance of tho 
previous day. He stumbled it the edge of Big Creek 
and rolled, Helpless, down the bank into the water, 
When rescued he was entirely blind, arid his death 
followed within three days. 


Marshall still pressed on.. Passing the last of the 


blazed trees which had hitherto guided him. he seized 
a compass offered by Surveyor-General Eastburn, and 


f its aid still continued his onward course. At last,
